A SALUTE TO THE U.S.COAST GUARD 


USCG. BARKENTINE BEAR 
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The Barkentine Bear served in the Coast Guard from 1885 
to 1929. She was the first vessel the service used as an ice- 
breaker. Her first assignment sent her to the Pribilof Islands 
off Bristol Bay, Alaska on April 21, 1886, with the Cutters 
Corwin and Rush to search for the crew of the Bark 
Amethyst, 
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The Bear was built in Greenock, 
Scotland, in 1874 and served for 10 
years as a whaler before being pur- 
chased by the U.S. Navy in 1884 to 
participate in the Greeley Relief Ex- 
pedition. She was 200 feet in length 
and 32 feet wide with a draft of 18 
feet 2 inches. The Bear displaced 703 
tons net and was a barkentine equip- 
ped with auxiliary steam power. 
Under sail she could make 8 knots, 
under steam she could do better than 
9 knots. Two years after the Greely 
expedition the Bear was sailed around 
the horn and turned over to the Rev- 
enue Marine in San Francisco for 
outfitting and assignment to the 
arctic patrol. Her new Captain was 
not certain that the Bear was suited 
for the arctic patrol because of her 
deep draft. But the intrepid vessel 
soon proved herself ideally suited to 
the harsh conditions of the Far 
North. Her massive beams and heavy 
oak frames matched with her rein- 
forced bow and Australian iron-bark 
sheathing made her a hardy “sour- 
dough.” In her career she made 42 
arctic trips averaging 16,000 miles per 
trip and became such a familiar sight 
that she was nicknamed “Healy's Puk 
Oomiack” (Healy’s fire canoe) in 
honor of her first captain in the arctic 
patrol. 

In 1926 the Bear was condemned 
and decommissioned and eventually 
sold to the city of Oakland where she 
servedfor several years as a floating 
maritime museum. But the gracious 
lady of the north was not to end her 
career of service here. In 1933, despite 
her condemnation, she was selected 
by Admiral Byrd for use during his 
antarctic exploration. In 1941 the 
Bear was returned to active duty 
patroling the northernmest reaches of 
the Atlantic. It was a proud day 
indeed when she sailed into Boston 
Harbor with the Norwegian freighter 
Busko. The Busko had been seized 
while setting up secret Nazi radio 
transmitting stations. 
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In 1944 the Bear was decommus- 
sioned and placed up for sale. Several 
years later, while being towed from 
Nova Scotia to Philadelphia, she en- 
countered a violent storm and sank, 
her long days of service were finally 


at an end. 


During her days in the arctic patrol 
the Bear engaged in one of the most 
famous rescue operations ever under- 
taken. In the autumn of 1887 the 
Bear returned to Seattle from arctic 
patrol, The waterfront was buzzing 
with talk of a major disaster in the 
making. Eight ships of the whaling 
fleet, with nearly 300 men aboard, 
were traped in the ice near Point 
Barrow and would be forced to winter 
over, Unless relief was able to reach 
them they would starve before the ice 
broke up and freed them. 

President McKinley ordered the 
Bear to make ready, secure a volun- 
teer crew, return north, and provide 
aid to the stranded whalers. The en- 
tire crew of the Bear volunteered. 
Within 3 weeks the Bear was refitted 
and underway. The Bear sailed north 
until she encountered solid ice in 
Nelson Sound. The expedition turned 
south and landed a party at Cape 
Vancouver. 

The party consisting of Ist Lieu- 
tenant D. H. Jarvis, 2nd Lieutenant 
E. P. Bertholf, and Surgeon S. J. Call 
set out on a trek which would take 
them 1,600 miles across the frozen 
continent, Their plan was to gather 
a herd of reindeer along the way from 
native herdsmen and then drive the 
herd to Point Barrow. The party pro- 
ceeded by deer set, dog sled, and 
foot through the worst possible con- 
ditions. The temperature hung near 
—20° F and often fell to — 70°, Lt. 
Jarvis’ diary gives an idea of the 
ordeal: “The blizzard was still on 
when we started this morning and 
grew worse as we went along, As 
though to make amends for his per- 
formance yesterday, my deer kept up 
alongside Mikkel’s (a herder) sled

MORE ON LIGHTSHIPS AND MAGNETIC DETECTORS 


ar OM; Here are some notes that might be of 
interest to the membership concerning material 
in the JARBOE Edition of SPARKS JOURNAL (V.2, 
#2.) The items on pp.6 and 7 are of special 
interest to me. I was assigned to CROSS RIP 
Lightship No.2 (ten days after getting married), 
CROSS RIP Lightship No,1? broke loose from her 
moorings and was lost at sea in a storm shortly 
before I joined No.2; all hands were lost, 

CROSS RIP No.2 was better than the NANTUCKET 
Lightship shown in the remarkable photo on p.7 
by D,.L,Brown, In those days, after World War 1 
the Navy assigned operators. The CROSS RIP No.2 
had a quarter kw spark set and a crystal-detec- 
tor receiver, The motor-generator of the trans- 
jmuitter, which had no magnetic brake, was mounted 
ion the table right next to the receiver 50 that 
I could hear nothing until the m/g stopped 
because it produced a lot of vibration. I think 
thet redio equip@ent gust have been salvaged from 
one of those Sunken USSB ships, |

I was on a ship with an 
English Marconi magnetic detector (one of the 
Chilean SS Cozpany vessels), The sensitivity 
was so poor that I could hear a signal from 
another Ship. night or day, only when the ship 
was passing within sight. The transmitters on 
those ships were just about as bad, 


Callao, Peru (OAA) had a spark transmitter but 
only one operator, a very good man. Their power 
was too low to be of much consequence, Valpar- 
aiso, Chile (CCV), was then the only station 
that had a tube receiver but apparently the 
chief operator was the only one who used it. 
Unfortunately I don't remember his name.

WARTIME OPERATIONS IN THE INDIAN 
AND PACIFIC OCEANS 


SOS of February, 1944 


During the month of January, 1944, the SS 
in D, Wilson had diScharged cargo in Cal- 

cutta for the support of our forces on the | 
China-]ndia-Burmea front, After 4@ stop for re- 
fueling and supplies at Colombo, Ceylon (now 
Sri Lanka) the ship set out alone bound for 
Mozambique. At the pre-sailing conference with 
the Naval authorities, the ship's officers were 
warned to maintain 4 vigilant watch for enemy 
Submarines which were known to be operating in 
the region south of India. They Said that im- 
mediate response from antisubmarine forces in 
Ceylon Was available on receipt of an approp- 
riete Sighting report. We were told not to 
hesitate in reporting any Sightings, Since 





‘friendly submarines were not in the area, 


One night, Several days after leaving Col- 


ombo, our mid-watch officer sighted the wake of 


& periscope. I sent the SOS message immediately 
after it was composed by the Captain and rec- 
jeved acknowledgement from the Shore station in 
Ceylon. None of the ship's crew knew what action§ 
the Naval forces took but we were not attacked, 
The remainder of our passage was full of anti- 


cipation but it was completed successfully. 


OKINAWA, April, 1945 

From the middle to the end of April, 1945, I 
was aboard the SS Robert M, Lafollette, with the 
invasion forces at the beach-head in Okinawa, We 
had very good exercise shoveling the shrapnel 
thrown by our Navy's guns (at all those Kamikaze 
aircraft) off the ship's decks. I monitored 
several SOS messages from merchant ships hit by 
the Kamikazes but fortunately did not have to 
send one,

The herd was driven across Kotze- 
bue Sound, where the herd was at- 
tacked by wolves and polar bears. 
The going was further slowed by a 
series of violent storms. Lt. Bertholf 
rendezvoused with the main party 
near Cape Blossom. On February 26, 
34 months after setting out, the 
party sighted the stranded ships. 

The half-starved sailors could 
hardly believe that an overland party 
had managed to reach them. The 
crews of the whaling vessels were in 
poor condition. Lacking proper gear 
and disciplined leadership the men 
had degenerated into a di ul 
mob. Jarvis quickly took command, 
organizing the men into work parties. 
Through his leadership the situation 
quickly improved, Early in the spring 
the Bear was able to break the vessels 
free. 

The three men were awarded spe- 
cial gold medals by Congress for
